THR UNITED BTATES WILL NOT TOr-
KERATE FOREIGN INTERFERENCE,

Beorotary Grosham Anssursd by the Peitinh
Ministor that Great Britala Wi Not Ta.
terfere, but Wonid Be Giad 1o Hea Mello
Defented—Anstria Wonld Like to lace
Neophew of Nom Fedre on the Throns,

Wasnrxaton, Nov, 2.—~A batah of mall mat-
tor waa recelvad at the Navy Dapartment to-
day from Capt. M. F. Pleking, at pressnt In
command of our flast at Iio, which gives some
important adviesa rogarding the sltuation
thera. Capt. I'leking, In his lstters, snys that
there I8 no doubt that the forelgn powers have
been oonaldering a plan of Intarvention should
bombardment from Mello's shipa begin agaln,
and that Capt. Lang, the senior oMeer of the
British foet, seemn to be at the head of the
movement. This, togather with the statement
from the British Minlater at Itlo that the
country would be pleased to see the restorn.
tion of the monarchy, would seem to indioate
that there Is a move on foot betweoen the for-
elgn commandega to Interfers should Mello
again fire on the Mty.

This week thers have beon several confar-
enoen at the State Department between Bacra-
tary Gresham and Bir Jullan Pauneefots, the
British Minister, at which, it Is anid on trust-
worthy authority, Bir Jullan stated the poal-
tlon Great Britaln would assume. The United
Btatea had been led to belleve that Mello's
foroes wera recelving financial assistance from
Great Britaln, but this was denled by the Brit-
Ish Minigter, who Informed Beoretary Gresham
that his country would not Interfere in tho set-
tiement of the diffienlty, and that it would be
glad to seo Mello defeated. This atatement
from the Minister does not agree with what
the British Minlsterat Rio sald. but it ean be
positively asserted that the course of Great
Britaln toward Brazil will be that of non-
interference, directly or otherwise, and that
the British naval commander has recelved in-
structions to keep his hands off. The Btate
Department has asaurances that neither Great
Britaln nor any ons In that country Is helplng
Admiral Mello, nor does the Government
here belleve that any forelgn power is con-
tributing money or munitiona to the fnsur
rectioniat eause. If any forelgn Government
were taking sides to ald Moello, the Btate De-
partment would have been so informed by
Minister Thompson, and no such word has
been recelved from him.

While itis not belleved that any European
Government {s helplng Moello, there Ia good
reason for the bellel that he is being asalsted
by persons In Europe, principally in Austria,
who are Influenced thereto, no doubt, by the
liops that a young prinos of the house of Dom
T'edro. n nephew of the late Emperor, may be
snoted on tho throne. This young man Is the
son of Prince Eu of Franco, who married the
young daughter of old Dom Pedro. He s
woalthyand n Lieutenant In the Austrian army.
Iia mother Is ambitious, and is at the back of
the mova to make him ruler of Brazll should
Mello upsst the present Government, His
name Is Louols Gaston Clement Marle Michel
Gabriel Rafaeal Gonzagne.

Toe SuN reporter was told to-day by a per-
son who knows what ! golog on ofMelally that
the Department of State proposes to show that
the poliey of this Government toward Brazil
will be a strong assertlon ol the Monroo doc-
trine to the polnt of opposing anyintervention
by European powers for the restoration of the
monarchy or Interforenco In the pending
trouble. Thea Unlted Blates, It 1a sald, will
not tolerate nuy act by the forslgn powera
looking toward assiatance to the caussof Ad-
miral Mello, nor will It allow those powers in
any way to control the fuluro composition of
tho Government which may bo established as
the outeoma of the revolution.

Friends here of the Pelxoto Qoverament
expross privately great confldence In the prep-
arations belng made by the purchase of ves-
sals, at tho instance of Minlster Mendonea, to
eanture Mello's foreos and thus put an end to
the slegn. OMelals of tho department. whon
told of the story that the cruisers Detrolt,
Montzomery. Machlas, and Marblehead would
be purchasad by the Brarillans, luughed at it,
Beoretary Herbert sald that the story was ab-
surd.

Lats this afternoon Seeretary Herlert ra-
eoived a oablo message from Capt. Pleking, an-
nouncing the arrival of the crulser Detrolt,
Commander Brownson, thera to-day. The ar-
rival of the Detrolt eaused Eecretary Herbert
and naval oMeoors generally much rellsf, not
o aeoount of the additional strength her pres-
ence will glve to the Ameriean aquadron at
Rlo, but becauss thers was much anxlety folt
over her safety, In view of the ballaf that she
fs somowhat top-heavy, l{ke the Machlas and
other vessels.

THE STEAMIR CITY OF ALRXANDRIA
BURNED NEAR HATVANA

Thirigfonr or Thirty.five Parsona Felloved
te e Drownsd-Home Jamped Into the
Nen In Thelr Terror-Unban Stevedores
Among Thoss Lout—The Mhip Was on
Mer Way (rom Matassas to Havana Me-
fors Balling for New Work—There was
an  Explosion, and Fonr Fandred
Mogshends of Mum Fed the Flames,

Havaxi, Nov. 2. —The steamahip City of Alex-
andria. balonging to the New York and Cuba
Mall Btsamship Company.and running be-
twoen Matapzas and Havana and New York,
hns been burned off Cojlmar. It was reportod
at flrst that alxty porsons wers drowned, but
Inter newa rediced the estimutas of the loas of
Iifa. The stenmer was commanded by Capt.
Hofman,

Farly this morning a small boat in which
wore the seoond ofMeer and elsven other per-
sons from the Clty of Alexandris. entered the
hatlior hers, and reported the loss of the
stenmer. They say that an oxplosion occurred
yosaterday afternoon on board thesteamer, and
tliat wmliortly aftorward she wns burning
flerenly, The cause of the saxplosion is un-
known. The fire gnined such headway that
Capt. Hofman saw it would bo Impossible to
save tho vossel, and orders were given to
abandon tho stilp. The steamer fiad 400 hogn-
honds of rum aboird, and thig, when it caught
fire, eaused Imoienne massea of flames to
ascend [rom the liatcliways. the hatches hav-
Ing bean blown ofT.

Tlers was gront exeltoment abioard, but the
oMeors soon succeaded In rostoring oriler. As
soon ae the firo nlarm was soundod the crew
woent to thoelr flre statlons and the siewards
Ligan to earry provisions to the boats, Thers
was comparatively littlo sea running and little
| diMoulty was experionced In lowerlng away
the boats whon the bLell forward tolled the
slgnal, " abandon the ship”

I'he scene of the burning of the steamer was
only twenty-five mlles from Havans, and the
ofMicers {n commind of the boata—the Captain,
First OMeer. Pursoer, nud Chle! Engineer—had
little tear of falllng to reuch that port or some
other place nlong the const.

In the fArst moment of terror several men
are sald to have jumped [nto the sea, Those
who arrived In the small boat this morning
sald that sixty had Leen drowned, many of
them through tho upsetting of s boat. lLater
reports show that none of the small boats up-
ret, and that many of those at flrat reported
{ost renched Bacuranao In eafety. The num-
lier of peranna drowned 1s now balleved to be
thirty-fon- or thirty-five. Among them were
Herr Lo Uinger, & cabln pussenger. whoas
home {s in Germany, and several Cuban stove-
dores.

When the nows of the disaster reached here
tngs were sent to the burning steamer to ren-
der whatover assistance they could. Two of
these tugs returned this afterncon, bringing
nineteen survivora from the vessel.

He econtinued that work unti
1500, making o careful study of the gold belt o
the Blerra Mountains. It was through his dls-
coveries In that region that the ageof the
golid-bearing rocks wns determined. lle-
turning Eust, he eoncelved a wian for
a0 elaborate and complota geolopical seo-
tion of the Western Cordilloras mountain sys-
tom ot the widest expannion of the fortleth
parallel. The Secretary of War sanctioned the
lan and in March, 1847, the uocnanrr logis-
atlon belng pecured, Mr. Ling was placed In
chargs of the expedition. He wis engaged (n
that work for flve rears, and in 1470 bekan the
1-uhllintlon of hils repurla.

REED LEADS A FILIBUSTER.

Wasmyaroxn, Nov, 2,—Tom Hesd held up the
Iouse of Representatives for more than flve
liotirs to-duy for the purpose of demonstrating

to transnct bLusiness of a politienl natures
Aftor making this polnt elear, und after calling
Spenker Crisp's atlentlon to the convenlence
of tho Nood system of gquorum counting, of
which, howover, the Bpesker did not avall
hims=elf, the Hepubllcan leader proposed a coms
promise. This not being subject to the Pross
Iduntial approval, was anceptod by the Deme
oeretle leadora and the Houne adjourned for
the duy. The deadlock cceurred overtho roms
olution of Clialrman Wilson, authorizing the
Wayaund Moans Committes to sit durlng the
aprronching recoss for the purpose of putting
tho finlshing touches on' the tariff LIl Mer.
Itowd thought this an extraordinary and une
wino thing to do, us IL prevented the MHouse
from keeping Its watohful eye on the commits
tooand controiling its actions. As Is well une
derstood, the proparation of n Tarllf bill Is ree
garded an a politleal malter, und the minority
mombers of tho committes are not consulted
in any way., When tho DIl Is prepared it ls
eubmitted to thom.

In the House that Chairman Wilson made
a misinke In withholding hls (mportant
resolution untll the Inst houss of tho
sesslon, when there was apt to: be a
large number of absenteos, but his fault dues
excuse those members who, without leave or
lleense, went away from the Capltol and the
elty, leaving the Democrats at the merey of &
Republican minority. Had Mr, Reed and his
hundful of Iiepublienn followers been so dis
posed to-day, they could have held the House
In deadlock untl a sufficlent number of abe
sentees lo mako a quorum could be brought
back to town, Tho cause of tho Licpublicans
to-day was too trivial for such pariy warfare,
but some other tlme Mr Heod may have a
more lmportant polnt to make, and mny Insiss
on the presence of a Democratlo quorum,
which mlght possitly not be forthcoming.

It [a partieularly noticenble to members and
outs!ders that the most frequent violators of
the rule agalost absenteeism are the members
of tho New York delegation. They fly from
the elty at the Orst opportunity. and often
when they are In town they are away from the
Houso when thelr votea are most needad. It
was &0 to-day., Thuir offenes was the more
Inexcusable and the indignation of thelr col«
leagues from other Btates more justifled,
becausa, had those who left the llouse
poon alter the hour of meeling remalnod.
thelr votes would liave afforded the
pecossary quorum, thers would liave been
no doudlock, mnd the New Yorkers would stlll
have beon able to tako the altornvon traln foe
Noew York.
